Since the wedge- 
shaped member 10 is provided independently of the work chucking device 8, the 
accuracy of detecting the insertion hole position becomes worse, and the retreating 
movement of the wedge-shaped member 10 occupies much space when the work 
14 is inserted into the insertion hole.
